A MEXICAN MINING BOOM AND WHAT 


BECAME OF IT. 


Story of a Corner In Mule* and How 


• Real KIUK Wat Oetliruurd—IlirL- 
•tau mid HI* Bath—A l»r*M» Suit 
and Patent Leather Shoe*. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


SAN DIKGO, Cal., Aug. 9.— This is 


the story of an interesting mining 
boom. 
While the excitement lasted 


the people of Lower ('alif. ruin and 
southern California thought they hud 
a nearby Klondike. 
For a time ev- 


ery ablebodied man in this section and 
Hot a few women hoped to get wealthy. 
Some two years asro rich dLscoveired of 
gold were re|xjrted in the Mexican pen- 
insula of Lower California. Knsenada 
is the capital of thu prwvince, and that 
city is about 50 miles from the border 
line. The goldfields are located in the 
Santa Clara mountains, about 35 miles 
inland from the 1'acilic ocean and a lit- 
tle over SOU miles below Enseiiada. 


Last February a mining man. Allen 


G. Fraser by name, a resident of Los 
Angeles, heard of the alleged richness 
of the San Roque mines, as the Santa 
Clara district is called, and started for 
them at once. 
On tho way he was 


wounded iu a gun accident uud put

back. Having recovered, he sailed from 
Bun Diego on the 12th of April on the 
schooner Hong Kong, bound for the 
goldnelda. He returned on May 23, and 
was seen by a reporter of the. San Diego 
Tribune. To him Mr. Fraser described 
the new goHttolds in glowing colors. 
He declared the San Roque placers to 
be. in his judgment, among the richest 
in the world. At thnt time there were 
over SOU miners on the ground, and all 
were nmking from |l."i to ?'~'0 a day 
Then Mr. Eraser exhibited a few nug- 
gets, weighing about 2,'j ounces. 


This was sufficient. 
Everybody in 


this city read the interview. 
Parties 


were at once organized to start for the 
goldfields, and many persons contrib- 
uted to form syndicates. 
The next 


steamer which sailed down the coast was 
the St. Denis, and she left two day/ 
after the interview with Mr. Prases 
appeared. The ship was crowded with 
hopeful gold seekers. Every berth was 
taken, and many were content with a 
place on the floor for n bed. 


The fever spread still wider. 
Every 


available vessel in San Diego harbor 
was chartered. Old Klondike boats were 
called into service. When a ship head- 
ed for San Diegu was reported along the 
coast, an attempt was made to secure 
it by telegraph. One boat, just in from 
Honolulu, was hired as soon as it 
touched anchor in tho bay. The charge 
for passage was $20. The merchants of 
the city tried to increase their business 
by attracting the miners. The flour 
merchant would advertise some self 
raising brand as being "just tho thing 
for the miners." The shoe dealer would 
get out a line of strong shoes calculated 
to stand the heaviest of wear. 


One of tho first trials of the miners 


was seasickness. The ocean would some- 
times get angry and toss the ships 
about. The nearest point of embarka- 
tion was Asuncion bay, and here the 
man found no docks. Tho ships could 
bat stand oft from the shore and anchor 
and then land the prospective miners 
and their supplies in small boats. The 
water was cold, and baths were quite 
frequent. 


Soon after landing the start was 


made for the gold workings. 
Then be- 


gan a wearisome march across the burn- 
ing sands. 
The trail is narrow, and 


burros must be employed to cany lug- 
gage. As soon as the workings are 
reached a claim must be staked out, 
and this covers about three acres. There 
island enough tor about 5.000 claims, 
and as each claim is generally worked 
by four men there is room enough for 
about 20,000 men. There have never 
been, however, more than 2.000 miners 
at work. 


In a month of six weeks it appeared 


that the workings were a failure* and 
the men commenced to return home 
One of them, a most intelligent and re- 
liable man, thus related his mining ex- 
perience to the Writer- "Wo reached 
the gold diggings after a very hard 
journey and at once staked out a claim 
We had taken down what we supposed 
was rolled oats, but when the packages 
were opened we found n quantity of 
jerk?d lieef. We cpenthalf a day trying 
to exchange our beef for other f(x>d. but 
with little success. We soon discovered 
we could get very little of the precious 
metal and made preparations for re 
turning to our native land. None of the 
men were making" over $:! n day. and 
the average received $1. Supplies were 
high 
We paid 75 cents for a breakfast 


of one egg and a cup of coffee. We lived 
on cakes imtde of flour and water. One 
lucky man cuine down with three bot 
ties of whisky, and as that fluid was 
scarce he could dispose of a little when 
ever he wished anything, and he lived 
on the fat. or rather the leanness, oi 
the 
I nnd 
We had a good time, and 1 


am glad I made the trip. I have a sns 
pieioii that one of the transportation 
companies engineered the whole bnsi 
nem." 


The story of the boom could not be 


written without mention of the deeds 
of two individuals 
The first is Kirhy, 


who iu the space of n few days won the 
title "Kingof the Burros." He is a ris- 
ing young lawyer, and he lives over on 
Corouado beach 
He is no ei-depnty 


«««ist.f»ut district attorney of Sail Diego. 
Lewis U. Kirhy is more than a lawyer, 
lie H a great and original sjx'cnlator, 
only, of course, on a small si-ale. The 
unique id«a occurred to him that in the 
enormous mining 
operations which 


were alioiit to take place a large uum- 
l>er of mules, or burros, as they call 
them down here, would be needed. He 
thought the matter over and then made 
a purchase. 


Hut Lew was not satisfied. He bought 


more. The news of the corner spread, 
and the birth of u new "king" was 
hail»*l with delight. He, strutted alioiit 
the town gleefully, and when he sailed 
with hih precious burden of animal 
tit'.ih a retinue of admirers bid him fare- 
well. When iliey reached Asunsioii bay, 
Lew's troulili-s Logan. Most nionurchs 
have them. 


The "king" got in a Miiall lioat, and 


they .still ted to row him ashore. He had 
with him a hand camera, and it was an 
unlucky moment. Lew had some friends 
in tile boat, and all was serene. He had 
paid another man a quarter of it dollar 
to upset a boat in which one of his 
friends was sitting, and Lew was 
watching for the fun. 
Suddenly some- 


thing happened. What was it? Lew 
felt tlie cold water and the waves surg 
ing atmut him, and above all a voice 
cried, "Jump, Kirby, jump!" This is 
just what the "king" did, and he also 
found time to command in a loud voice, 
"Save my camera!" The camera, sad 
to say. is now with that famous gentle- 
man. Mr. McUinty, but to the relief of 
all the "king" is safe. 


This is the story as friends and ene- 


mies, if he has one, love to tell it. No 
sooner had the "king" landed than the 
sad news was received that the mining 
boom had burst. 
So burros could be 


bought V( ry c heaply down on that Mex- 
ican coast. 
Every word of this- is true, 


excepting that Lew only bought a total 
of six burros, and he did not Kxne ver\ 
much money on the venture. But tliii 
rather .spoils the tale. 


Kirhy is dethroned, but ho still car- 


ries his title. The other day a store 
keeper in this city had occasion to place 
in his window a picture of a burro. In 
order that no mistake should be made, 
it liore this label, "This is not one of 
Kirby's burros." It is a pity that an 
ex-king cannot find ptace in his retire- 
ment. Sometimes, when Kirby is hit- 
ting down quietly, he will suddenly 
hear the cry, "Jump, Kirby, jump!" 
and then the laughter of a cruel friend 
will be heard. Hut Lew is dutermiueii 
to live the whole incident down. 


The case of Hickman is different. His 


fame, it is true, hinges about a bath, 
but the ceremony took place right in 
the heart of the gold workings. Now, 
Hickman is fond of dress, and his 
friends call him "Hick" and sometimes 
"Beau Brnmmel" and - then 
again 


"Ward McAllister." 
Ho took to the 


goldfields as part of his outfit ;i dress 
suit and a pair of patent leather shoes. 
"Hick" staked out a claim, and he 
thought he had a rich one. 


On a certain night he was sound 


asleep. Some of his friends, however, 
were wakeful—in fact, they were very 
much alert. With six ounces of brass 
filings they salted his claim, and it did 
make a tine showing. The next morn- 
ing Hickman struck it rich, and friends 
were called over to congratulate the 
fortunate man. He was now a million- 
aire, and naturally his thoughts turned 
to bettering his personal appearance. 


Water at that time was quoted at $5 


a qiiari bouie. Hickman decided to do 
it rash act, and two eupfulls of the 
precious ointment were purchased. This 
was poured into a mining receptacle 
and Hickman's face Was washed for thb 
first time in some weeks. The enjoy- 
ment was keen, and the dirty water 
was given»to a faithful burro, and he 
drank up both dirt and water, and it 
seemed so good that the appreciating 
animal was kind enough to clean the 
receptacle for tho considerate master. 
Hickman too, like the "king," is still 
living, but neither is he a millionaire. 


The boom has burst completely. The 


San Roque placer district is crowded 
with men eager to get home. Most of 
them have no money nnd would starve 
were it not for the kindness and assist- 
ance of some who are fortunate enough 
to possess food. The Mexican govern- 
ment heard of their plight and dis- 
patched a war vessel to Asnnsion bay 
and transported some of tlie disappoint- 
ed miners. This was a providential act 
Some of the miners, having no money 
left for passage, started homo on foot. 
They will suffer greatly in tho journej

of 300 miles, and it would not surprise 
us here if a number died on the way 
There is little or no water down there. 
and the sun beats fiercely on the dry- 
sand. No cue who went to the goldfields 
can have any peace in this city foi 
some time. Whe.n you see a man walk- 
ing on the street with a sad face and 
downcast eye, you can depend upon it 
he was a "ninety-niner." There is lot.- 
of good natured guying going on, and 
it is rather tough on the poor men.

The expedient, therefore, has been adopt- 
ed of establishing institutions ashore 
for much of the theoretical training 
nnd for inculcating the first essentials 
of discipline, the purpose being to re- 
lieve the crowded cruising schoolsLips. 
One of these rendezvouses has been built 
on Yerba Buena island, in San Fran 
ciseo harbor, and work is now to be 
commenced on the other one. at New 
port. 


The building on Coaster's island is to 


be placed on a hillside, sloping down to 
tho landing place, the hill in the real 
overtopping the roof and not only shel 
tering the structure from the bleak New 
England winter winds, bnt affording n 
foundation for water supply capable of 
filling all tho fire mains. The main 
front will be 873 feet long and. about :H

A fine drill hall, open to the roof, 


where it, will be lighted, will occupy 
the center of the structure on tht 
ground floor, its galleries giving access 
to the two upper stories, of which one 
is to be devoted to offices, schoolrooms, 
library and reading rooms, while the 
third floor will-provide ample accom- 
modation to swing 1,000 hammocks in 
eight dormitories. The drill hall wil 
IH- 80(1 by UO feet, and adjoining will be 
a shooting gallery Kit) feet in length.

Mad with the lust of lighting and 


with the sense of their danger, the men 
obeyed ami charged like furies. Against 
thu iiitrciichnicnt.4 they hurled them- 
selves, bayonets fon most. The wild 
charge struck panic into the Filipinos 
They tied, the 14 Americans after them, 
yelling like mndnien. The rest of this 
Htory is that those 1-1 men killed 17 
Filipinos with their bayonets. 


Thine are regiments here that have 


been in active service almost from the 
day they came. The Colorado men were 
actually in fighting order before they 
set &,ot on land. On that historic 18th 
of Augu.st. 1M)H, when .Manila wns siir 
reiul'Tcd. the Colorados were landed 
They were brought from the ship in 
boats. So soon as they were within 
wading distance of the shore tho men 
leaped from thu boats nnd formed out 
there, moving through the water in 
splendid line of battle. It was ii glori- 
ous sight, and cheers relit the air a* 
they advanced on Fort Malato and took 
it, dripping wet, as they were. 


These are such stories n.s till the .soul 


with enthusiasm lor our Hag and coun- 
try. I tell them to you because in any 
history of the Filipino insurrection you 
will never read them. 


Tin re is one that lingers in the mind 


with a strange pathos. On one of those 
fatal Sundays when the fighting about 
Manila was hottest the men of a cer- 
tain company suft'i red terribly. They 
were in an exposed position, and a large 
proportion of them were killed outright. 
Men as they loaded and tired saw their 
dearest friends, lifelong comrades some- 
times, drop dead beside them. It mad 
dened them with rage and pain as man 
after man fell. They could not weep 
They did not have time. Besides, it 
would have been nnmilitary. So they 
poured the fires of hell into the insur 
gents and cursed and swore like demons 
One of their officers told me hone\er 
before or since heaid Mich blistering 
and awful profanity as on that Sunday 
of battle. 


The light ended, and the decimated 


company buried their fallen coimades 
In tlie evening, when all was o\er and 
their duty done, they gathered in ;: 
group in the da/.xling tropical moon- 
light to smoke and think IVrhapslhcn. 
with the thoughts of home, of (hi ir lost 
comrades, strong upon them, some 
among them .suddenly remembered it 
Was Sunday. They began to sing fa- 
miliar lijmns.the.se erstwhile profane 
blasphemers. There were good voices 
among them--sweet baritones, tutors 
and rich bassos.

The Malay peoples speak aa many as

are having tho little discussion at pres- 
ent, an undersized race, inferior in every- 
thing except capacity for small sized 
deviltry 
The Visayas Iwlong to the 


middle group of tho Philippines, and 
are larger than the Tagalos. Those who 
know them say they possess the capac- 
ity for steady work, which, if true, 
puts them far ahead of the Tagalos. 


Next there are the Sulns—that Is, 


Mohammedans who inhabit the south- 
ern part of the islands—the Suln archi- 
pelago. They retain tho religion that 
was tired into them by tho brass cannon 
400 years ago, and are followers of the 
prophet who scorn the white man's 
theology Not even Spanish priests have 
ever been able to bend their necks, and 
they are not fond of the company of 
white moil. In government they run a 
side show of their own, and have a sul- 
tan who was not much more than nom- 
inally trib-alary to Spain. It will be 
the pleasant task of Undo Sam to send 
a, couple of his regiments down there 
with ;i f(!\v rapid fire guns, just to let 
them know things are not as they used 
to be. The soldier boys would like no 
better fun than to go and open np the 
fabulously rich Sulu archipelago. 


Finally, the queerest little people 


onlsido of monkey folk are certainly to 
be found here. They are aborigines of 
the islands, those who inhabited them 
before the Malay race, which in turn 
gives place to tho white man, who con- 
quered the small creatures.

OLT FOR THE DUST. 


A MEXICAN MINING BOOM AND WHAT 


BECAME OF IT. 


Story of a Corner In Mule* and How 


• Real KIUK Wat Oetliruurd—IlirL- 
•tau mid HI* Bath—A l»r*M» Suit 
and Patent Leather Shoe*. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


SAN DIKGO, Cal., Aug. 9.— This is 


the story of an interesting mining 
boom. 
While the excitement lasted 


the people of Lower ('alif. ruin and 
southern California thought they hud 
a nearby Klondike. 
For a time ev- 


ery ablebodied man in this section and 
Hot a few women hoped to get wealthy. 
Some two years asro rich dLscoveired of 
gold were re|xjrted in the Mexican pen- 
insula of Lower California. Knsenada 
is the capital of thu prwvince, and that 
city is about 50 miles from the border 
line. The goldfields are located in the 
Santa Clara mountains, about 35 miles 
inland from the 1'acilic ocean and a lit- 
tle over SOU miles below Enseiiada. 


Last February a mining man. Allen 


G. Fraser by name, a resident of Los 
Angeles, heard of the alleged richness 
of the San Roque mines, as the Santa 
Clara district is called, and started for 
them at once. 
On tho way he was 


wounded iu a gun accident uud put

back. Having recovered, he sailed from 
Bun Diego on the 12th of April on the 
schooner Hong Kong, bound for the 
goldnelda. He returned on May 23, and 
was seen by a reporter of the. San Diego 
Tribune. To him Mr. Fraser described 
the new goHttolds in glowing colors. 
He declared the San Roque placers to 
be. in his judgment, among the richest 
in the world. At thnt time there were 
over SOU miners on the ground, and all 
were nmking from |l."i to ?'~'0 a day 
Then Mr. Eraser exhibited a few nug- 
gets, weighing about 2,'j ounces. 


This was sufficient. 
Everybody in 


this city read the interview. 
Parties 


were at once organized to start for the 
goldfields, and many persons contrib- 
uted to form syndicates. 
The next 


steamer which sailed down the coast was 
the St. Denis, and she left two day/ 
after the interview with Mr. Prases 
appeared. The ship was crowded with 
hopeful gold seekers. Every berth was 
taken, and many were content with a 
place on the floor for n bed. 


The fever spread still wider. 
Every 


available vessel in San Diego harbor 
was chartered. Old Klondike boats were 
called into service. When a ship head- 
ed for San Diegu was reported along the 
coast, an attempt was made to secure 
it by telegraph. One boat, just in from 
Honolulu, was hired as soon as it 
touched anchor in tho bay. The charge 
for passage was $20. The merchants of 
the city tried to increase their business 
by attracting the miners. The flour 
merchant would advertise some self 
raising brand as being "just tho thing 
for the miners." The shoe dealer would 
get out a line of strong shoes calculated 
to stand the heaviest of wear. 


One of tho first trials of the miners 


was seasickness. The ocean would some- 
times get angry and toss the ships 
about. The nearest point of embarka- 
tion was Asuncion bay, and here the 
man found no docks. Tho ships could 
bat stand oft from the shore and anchor 
and then land the prospective miners 
and their supplies in small boats. The 
water was cold, and baths were quite 
frequent. 


Soon after landing the start was 


made for the gold workings. 
Then be- 


gan a wearisome march across the burn- 
ing sands. 
The trail is narrow, and 


burros must be employed to cany lug- 
gage. As soon as the workings are 
reached a claim must be staked out, 
and this covers about three acres. There 
island enough tor about 5.000 claims, 
and as each claim is generally worked 
by four men there is room enough for 
about 20,000 men. There have never 
been, however, more than 2.000 miners 
at work. 


In a month of six weeks it appeared 


that the workings were a failure* and 
the men commenced to return home 
One of them, a most intelligent and re- 
liable man, thus related his mining ex- 
perience to the Writer- "Wo reached 
the gold diggings after a very hard 
journey and at once staked out a claim 
We had taken down what we supposed 
was rolled oats, but when the packages 
were opened we found n quantity of 
jerk?d lieef. We cpenthalf a day trying 
to exchange our beef for other f(x>d. but 
with little success. We soon discovered 
we could get very little of the precious 
metal and made preparations for re 
turning to our native land. None of the 
men were making" over $:! n day. and 
the average received $1. Supplies were 
high 
We paid 75 cents for a breakfast 


of one egg and a cup of coffee. We lived 
on cakes imtde of flour and water. One 
lucky man cuine down with three bot 
ties of whisky, and as that fluid was 
scarce he could dispose of a little when 
ever he wished anything, and he lived 
on the fat. or rather the leanness, oi 
the 
I nnd 
We had a good time, and 1 


am glad I made the trip. I have a sns 
pieioii that one of the transportation 
companies engineered the whole bnsi 
nem." 


The story of the boom could not be 


written without mention of the deeds 
of two individuals 
The first is Kirhy, 


who iu the space of n few days won the 
title "Kingof the Burros." He is a ris- 
ing young lawyer, and he lives over on 
Corouado beach 
He is no ei-depnty 


«««ist.f»ut district attorney of Sail Diego. 
Lewis U. Kirhy is more than a lawyer, 
lie H a great and original sjx'cnlator, 
only, of course, on a small si-ale. The 
unique id«a occurred to him that in the 
enormous mining 
operations which 


were alioiit to take place a large uum- 
l>er of mules, or burros, as they call 
them down here, would be needed. He 
thought the matter over and then made 
a purchase. 


Hut Lew was not satisfied. He bought 


more. The news of the corner spread, 
and the birth of u new "king" was 
hail»*l with delight. He, strutted alioiit 
the town gleefully, and when he sailed 
with hih precious burden of animal 
tit'.ih a retinue of admirers bid him fare- 
well. When iliey reached Asunsioii bay, 
Lew's troulili-s Logan. Most nionurchs 
have them. 


The "king" got in a Miiall lioat, and 


they .still ted to row him ashore. He had 
with him a hand camera, and it was an 
unlucky moment. Lew had some friends 
in tile boat, and all was serene. He had 
paid another man a quarter of it dollar 
to upset a boat in which one of his 
friends was sitting, and Lew was 
watching for the fun. 
Suddenly some- 


thing happened. What was it? Lew 
felt tlie cold water and the waves surg 
ing atmut him, and above all a voice 
cried, "Jump, Kirby, jump!" This is 
just what the "king" did, and he also 
found time to command in a loud voice, 
"Save my camera!" The camera, sad 
to say. is now with that famous gentle- 
man. Mr. McUinty, but to the relief of 
all the "king" is safe. 


This is the story as friends and ene- 


mies, if he has one, love to tell it. No 
sooner had the "king" landed than the 
sad news was received that the mining 
boom had burst. 
So burros could be 


bought V( ry c heaply down on that Mex- 
ican coast. 
Every word of this- is true, 


excepting that Lew only bought a total 
of six burros, and he did not Kxne ver\ 
much money on the venture. But tliii 
rather .spoils the tale. 


Kirhy is dethroned, but ho still car- 


ries his title. The other day a store 
keeper in this city had occasion to place 
in his window a picture of a burro. In 
order that no mistake should be made, 
it liore this label, "This is not one of 
Kirby's burros." It is a pity that an 
ex-king cannot find ptace in his retire- 
ment. Sometimes, when Kirby is hit- 
ting down quietly, he will suddenly 
hear the cry, "Jump, Kirby, jump!" 
and then the laughter of a cruel friend 
will be heard. Hut Lew is dutermiueii 
to live the whole incident down. 


The case of Hickman is different. His 


fame, it is true, hinges about a bath, 
but the ceremony took place right in 
the heart of the gold workings.

1M)H, when .Manila wns siir 
reiul'Tcd. the Colorados were landed 
They were brought from the ship in 
boats. So soon as they were within 
wading distance of the shore tho men 
leaped from thu boats nnd formed out 
there, moving through the water in 
splendid line of battle. It was ii glori- 
ous sight, and cheers relit the air a* 
they advanced on Fort Malato and took 
it, dripping wet, as they were. 


These are such stories n.s till the .soul 


with enthusiasm lor our Hag and coun- 
try. I tell them to you because in any 
history of the Filipino insurrection you 
will never read them. 


Tin re is one that lingers in the mind 


with a strange pathos. On one of those 
fatal Sundays when the fighting about 
Manila was hottest the men of a cer- 
tain company suft'i red terribly. They 
were in an exposed position, and a large 
proportion of them were killed outright. 
Men as they loaded and tired saw their 
dearest friends, lifelong comrades some- 
times, drop dead beside them.

MANILA. Juno JJtt.—The inhabitants 


of tin se islands, except a few aWigines, 
are all of the Malay race, subject to vis- 
ible admixtures with the Spaniard in 
the northern jKirtimi and in the southern 
a race of Mohammedans, who came to 
Mindanao before Magellan and "con- 
verted" the natives to their particular 
variety of religion. They used us t-ffect-

It is apparently of old Moorish work- 
nrin.ihip and must date almost as fur 
back ;is when cannon were first made— 
almost as long ago, in fact, as when 
people began to make the mother-in- 
law and stovepipe jokes. This cannon 
is of iinronmionly fine workmanship. 


The Malay peoples speak aa many as 


30 different dialects, lint they are to be 
divided into three leading groups—Ta- 
galos. Visayns and Sulus. The Tagaloa 
are the particular variety with whom we 
are having tho little discussion at pres- 
ent, an undersized race, inferior in every- 
thing except capacity for small sized 
deviltry 
The Visayas Iwlong to the 


middle group of tho Philippines, and 
are larger than the Tagalos. Those who 
know them say they possess the capac- 
ity for steady work, which, if true, 
puts them far ahead of the Tagalos. 


Next there are the Sulns—that Is, 


Mohammedans who inhabit the south- 
ern part of the islands—the Suln archi- 
pelago. They retain tho religion that 
was tired into them by tho brass cannon 
400 years ago, and are followers of the 
prophet who scorn the white man's 
theology Not even Spanish priests have 
ever been able to bend their necks, and 
they are not fond of the company of 
white moil. In government they run a 
side show of their own, and have a sul- 
tan who was not much more than nom- 
inally trib-alary to Spain. It will be 
the pleasant task of Undo Sam to send 
a, couple of his regiments down there 
with ;i f(!\v rapid fire guns, just to let 
them know things are not as they used 
to be. The soldier boys would like no 
better fun than to go and open np the 
fabulously rich Sulu archipelago. 


Finally, the queerest little people 


onlsido of monkey folk are certainly to 
be found here. They are aborigines of 
the islands, those who inhabited them 
before the Malay race, which in turn 
gives place to tho white man, who con- 
quered the small creatures. 
They are 


the Negritos, often called Aetas. A full

A peculiar species of climbing plant 


grows in Urazil. Us flowers are pro- 
Aided w i t h fiat, horny plates, situated 
above the nectar cups in the ecnter of 
the blossom and w hieh are called 
"pinching bodies." 
When an Insect 


thrusts its proboscis into the nectar, 
the plates pinch it fast, and on Us de- 
parture the insect must either carry off 
i ho pollen masses of the flower or 
leave its proboscis behind. 
In the 


former ease the pollen H likely to 
reach and fertilize another flower; In 
the latter, the unfortunate insect, de- 
prived of its proboscis, dies. Sometimes 
the legs, as well as the noses, of in- 


ts are found sticking in the flowers. 


Only the bumblebee appears to be 
strong enough always to escape amnn- 
tation.

In this discourse Dr. Talniap-e sug- 


gests how the everlasting war between 
capital and labor intty IK- brought to a 
huppy end. The text is I. Corinthians 
l:.':','!: "The eye cannot say unto the 
Land, 1 have no need of tliet1." 


Fifty thousand workmen in (Virago 


reusing work in one day, Brooklyn 
ttunned by the attempt to halt its rail- 
road cars, Cleveland in the throes of a 
labor agitation and restlessness among 
toilers all over the land have caused an 
epidemic of strikes, and somewhat to 
better things I apply 
the I'auline 


thought of my text. 


You have seen an elaborate piece of 


jiiaehinery, with a thousand wheels and 
a thousand bands and a thousand pul- 
leys, till controlled by one great water 
wheel, the machinery so adjusted thut 
wuen yon jar one part of it you jar all 
parts of it. Well, human society is a 
great piece of mechanism controlled by 
one great and ever revolving force — the 
wheel of God's providence. You harm 
one part of the machinery and you 
harm all parts. All professions, inter- 
dependent. All trades interdependent. 
All classes of people interdependent. 
Capital and labor interdependent. No 
such thing as independence. Dives can- 
not kick La/.nrus without hurting his 
own foot. They who threw Shadrach 
into the furnace got their own bodies 
scorched. Or to come back to the fig- 
ure of the text, what a strange thing it 
would be if the eye should say : I over- 
see the entire physical mechanism. 1 
despise the other members of the body. 
If there is anything 1 am disgusted 
with, it is with those miserable, low- 
lived hands. Or what if the. hand should 
Bay: 
1 am the boss workman of the 


whole physical economy. 1 have no 
respect for the other members of the 
body. If there is anything 1 despise, it 
is the eye, seated under the dome of the 
forehead, doing nothing but look. 


1 come in, and I wave the flag of truce 


between the two contestants, nnd I 
say: "The eye cannot say to the hand: 
'1 have no need of thee.' 


That brings me to the first sugges- 


tion, and that is, that labor and capital 
ere to be brought to a better under- 
standing by a complete canvass of the 
whole subject. They will be brought to 
peuce when they find that they are iden- 
tical in their interests. When one goes 
down, they both go down. When one j 
rises, they both rise. There will be an 
equilibrium after awhile. There never 
lias been an exception to the rule. That 
which is good for one class of society 
will be good for all, and that which 
is bad for one class will event- 
ually and in time be bad for :ill. 
Kvery 
speech 
that 
labor 
makt.s 


against capital postpones the day of 
permanent adjustment. Kvery speech 
that capital makes against labor posl- 
pones the day of permanent, adjust- 
ment. 
When capital maligns labor, it 


is the eye cursing the hand. When la- 
bor maligns capital, it is the hand curs- 
ing the eye. As far as 1 have observed, 
the vast majority of capitalists are suc- 
cessful laborers. 
If the capitalists 


would draw their glove, you would see 
the broken finger nail, the scar of an old 
blister, the stiffened finger joint. The 
great publishers of the country for the 
most part were bookbinders or type- 
setters on small pay. The great car- 
riage manufacturers for the most part 
sandpapered wagon bodies in wheel- 
wright shops. 


While, on the other hand, in all our 


large manufacturing 
establishments 


you will find men working on wages 
who once employed 100 or 500 hands. 
The distance between capital and labor 
is not a great gulf over which is swung 
B Niagara suspension bridge. It is only 
a step, and the capitalists are crossing 
over to become laborers, and the labor- 
ers are crossing over to become cap- 
italists. Would God they might shake 
hands while they cross. On the other 
band, laborers are the highest style of 
capitalists. Where are their invest- 
ments? In banks? No. In the rail- 
roads? No. Their nerve, their muscle. 
their bone, their mechanical skill, their 
physical health, are magnificent cap- 
ital. He who has two eyes, two ears. 
two feet, two hands, ten fingers, has 
machinery that puts into nothingness 
carpet and screw and cotton factory and 
all the other implements on the planet . 
The capitalists were laborers, the la- 
borers were capitalists. The sooner we 
understand that the better. 


Again, there is to come relief to the 


laboringclasses of this count ry through 
cooperative associations. I am not at 
this moment speaking of trades unions, 
but of that plan by which laborers put 
their surplus together and become their 
own capitalists. Instead of being de- 
pendent upon tbe beck of this capitalist 
or that capitalist, they manage their 
own affairs. In England nnd Wales 
there are 813 cooperative associations. 
They have 340,000 members. They have 
* capital of $18,000,000, or what corre- 
sponds to our dollars, and they do a 
business annually of $63,000,000. Thom- 
as Brassey, one of the foremost men in 
the British parliament, on the subject 
says: "Cooperation is the one and the 
only relief for the laboring populations. 
This is the path," he says, "by which 
they are to come up from the. hand to 
Ihe mouth style of living to reap tin- 
rewards and the honors of our ad- 
vanced civilization." Lord Derby and 
John Stuart Mill, who gave half their 
lives to the study of the labor question, 
believed in cooperative institutions. 
The cooperative institution formed in 
Troy, N. Y., stood long enough to il- 
lustrate the fact that great good might 
come of such an institution if it were 
rightly carried on and mightily devel- 
oped. 


"Bnt," says some one, "haven't these 


institutions sometimes been a failure?" 
Yes. Kvery great movement has been a 
failure at some time. Application of 


the steam power a failure, electro-teleg- 
raphy a failure, railroading a failure, 
but now the chief successes of the 
world. 
. "Hut," says some one. "why talk of 
surplus being put by laborers into co- 
operative associations, when the vast 
multitude of toilers in this country are 
struggling for their daily bread and 
have no surplus?" 
1 reply: I'ut into 


my hand the money spent by the la* 
boring classes of America for rum and 
tobacco, and I will establish cooperative 
associations in all parts of the land, 
some of them mightier than any finan- 
cial institutions of the country. 
We, 


spend in this country over $10l),UOO,00'» 
fvcry year for tobacco. We spend over 
$1.000,000.000 directly or indirectly for 
rum. The laboring classes speml their 
share of this money. Now. suppose the 
laboring man who has been expending 
his money in those directions should 
just add up how much he has expended 
during these past years and then sup- 
pose that thak money was put into a co- 


yon save Tor. If it is tor the miserly 
hoarding of it. then it is despicable, but 
if it means better rducntion for \oiir 
children, if it means more house help 
for your wife when ishe is not strong 
enough to do much work, if it means 
that the day of your death shall not be 
a horror beyond all endurance because 
it is to throw your family into disrup- 
tion and annihilation and 
the poor- 


house, then it is magnificent if it is to 
avoid all that. 


Again I remark, great relief is to 


come for the laboring classes of this 
country by appreciation on the part of 
employers that they had better take 
their employes into their confidence. 
I can see very easily, looking from nt.v 
standpoint, what is the matter. Kin- 
ploy e», seeing the employer in seem- 
ing prosperity, do not know all the 
Straits, all the hardships, all the losses, 
all the annoyances. They look at him 
and they think: "Why. he 1ms it easy, 
and we have it hard." 
They do not 


know that at that verv moment the 
employer is at the last point of des- 
operative association and then suppose j

operative association. And then take 
all that money expended for overdress ! 
and overstyle and overliving on the part j 
of toiling people in order that they may 
appear as well as persons 
who have 


more income—gather that all up. aaid 
you could have cooperative associations 
ull over this land. 


1 am not saying anything now about 


trades unions. You want to know what 
1 think of trades unions. 1 think they 
are most beneficial in some directions, 
and they have a spi-cifiu object and in 
this day, when there are vast monopo- 
lies—a thousand monopolies concen- 
trating the wealth of the people into 
the possession of a few men, unless 
the. laboring men of this country and all 
countries band together they will go 
under. There is a lawful use of a trade 
union, but then there is an unlawful 
use of a trade union. If it means sym- 
pathy in time of sickness, if it means 
finding work for people when they are 
out of work, if it means the improve- 
ment of the financial, the moral or the 
religious condition of the laboring 
classes, that is all right. Do not artists 


was great trouble in the labor market: 
"How are you getting on with your 
men?" 
"Oh," he said, ''1 have no 


trouble." "Why," I said, "have not you 
had any strikes'.'" "Oh. no." he said. 
"1 never had any trouble." "What plan 
do you pursue?" He said: "I will tell 
you. All my men know every year just 
how matters stand. Kvery little while 
1 call them together and say: 'Now. 
boys, last year 1 made so much: this 
year I made less: so you see 1 cannot 
pay as much as I did last year. Now. 
1 waul to know what you think I ought 
to have as a percentage out of this es- 
tablishment and what wages I ought to 
give you. You know 1 put all my en- 
ergy in this business, put all my for- 
tune In it and risked everything. What 
ds yow really think I ought to have and 
you ought to have'.1' liv the time we 
coma out of that consultation we are 


unanimous. There never has been uu 
exception. 
When we prosper, we all 


prosper together; when we nutt'er, we 
all suffer together, and my men would 
die for me." 
.Now, let all employers be 


frank w i t h their employes. Take them 


band together in an art union'.1 Do not! into your confidence. Let them know 
singers bund together in Handel and 
Haydn societies? 
Do not newspaper 


men band together in press clubs'? Do 
not ministers of religion baud together 
in conferences and associations? There 
is not in all the land a city where clergy- 
men do not come together, many of 
them once a week, to talk over affairs. 
For these reasons you should not blame 
labor guilds. 
When they are doing 


their legitimate work, they are most 


just how matters stand. There is an 
immense amount of common sense in 
the world. It is always safe to appeal 
to it. 


I remark, again, great relief 
will 


come to the laboring classes of this 
country through the religious rectifica- 
tion of it. 
Labor is honored and re- 


warded in proportion as a community 
is Christiuni/ed. 
Why is it that our

stop work, let him stop work, but he 
cannot stop me from work. 


Hut now suppose that all the laboring 


classes banded together for beneticient 
purposes in co-operative association un- 
der whatever name 
they put 
their 


means together. Suppose they take the 
money that they waste in rum and to- 
bacco and use it for the elevation of 
their families, for the education of thoir 
children, for their moral, intellectual 
and religious improvement, what a dif- 
ferent state of things we would have 
in this country and they would have 
in (ireat Britain! 


Do you not realize the fact that men 


work better without stimulant? You 
say, "Will you deny the laboring men 
this help which they get from'strong 
drink, borne down as they are with 
many anxieties and exhausting work?" 
1 would deny thorn notliinir that is good 
for them. 
I would deny them strong 


drink, if 1 had the power, because it is 
damaging to them. My father said: "I 
became a temperance man in early life 
because I found that in the harvest 
field, while 1 was naturally weaker than 
the other men, I could hold out longer 
than any of them. They took stimu- 
lant and I took none." 


Everybody knows they cnnnot en- 


dure great fatigue—men who indulge 
in stimulants-. All our young men un- 
derstand that. When they are prepar- 
ing for tbe regatta or the ball club or 
the athletic wrestling, they abstain 
from strong drink. Now. suppose all 
this money that is wasted were gath- 
ered together and put into co-operative 
institutions-oh. we would have a very 
different stale of things from what we 
have now! 


A clergyman in Iowa told me that his 


church and the entire neighborhood 
had been ruined by the fact that the 
people mortgaged their farms in order 
to go down to the Philadelphia centen- 
nial in 1S"(i. First, one family would 
go. then another family, and finally it 
was not respectable not to go to the 
centennial at Philadelphia, and they 
mortgaged their farms. The church 
and the neighborhood ruined in that 
way. 
Now. between such fools and 


pauperism there is only a very short 
step. In time of peace prepare for war. 
In time of prosperity prepare for ad- 
versity. Yet how many there are who 
drive on the verge of the precipice and 
at the least touch of accident or sick- 
ness over they go. Ah, my friends, it 
is not right, it is not honest! He that 
provide!h not for his own. nnd espe- 
cially those of his own household, is 
worse than nn infidel. A man has tiol 
right to live in luxury and have all com- 
forts and all brightness nrouml him.I 
taking his family with him at that rate j 
—everything bright and beautiful and 
luxurious, until he stumbles against a 
tombstone and falls in and they all go' 
to the poorhouse. That is not common ' 
honesty. I am no advocate of skinflint 
saving. I nbhor it. Rut I plead for 
Christian providence. Thire are some 
people who are disgusted if they see 
anything like economy, such as a man 
might show in turning down the gas 
in> the parlor when he goes out. There' 
are families actually embarrassed 
if| 


yon ring their doorbell before they have 
the hall lighted. There ore people who 
apologize if you surprise them at the 
table. Now. It-Ma mean or it is mag- 
nificent to save just according to what 


pieces of coin or a dozen to make one 
of our pennies in value, so the Chinese 
carry the cash, as they call it. like u 
string of beads around the neck? We 
never want to pay less than a penny 
for anything in this country. 
They 


must pay that which is worth only the 
sixth part or the twelfth part of a pen- 
ny. Heathenism and iniquity and infi- 
delity depress everything. The Uospel 
of Jesus Christ elevates everything. 
How do 1 account for tliis? I account 
for it with the plainest philosophy. 
The religion of Jesus Christ is a demo- 
cratic religion. 
It tells the employer 


that he is a brother to all the opera- 
tives in the establishment—made by 
the same (iod. to lie in the same dust 
and to be saved by the same supreme 
mercy. It does not make the slightest 
difference how much nionoy you have, 
you cannot buy your way into the king- 
dom of Heaven. If you have the grace 
of (lot! in your heart you will enter 
Heaven. So you see it is a democratic 
religion. 
Saturate our populations 


with this gospel, and labor will be re- 
spectful, labor will be rewarded, labor 
will be honored, capital will be Chris- 
tian in al! its behavior, and there will 
be higher tides of thrift set in. 


Let me say a word to all capitalists: 


He your own executors. Make invest- 
ments for eternity. Do not be like some 
of those capitalists I know who walk 
around among their employes with a 
supercilious air or drive up to the fac- 
tory in a manner which seems to indi- 
cate they are the autocrat of the uni- 
verse, with the sun and moon in their 
vest pockets, chiefly anxious when they 
go among laboring men not to be 
touched by the greasy orsmirched hand 
and have their broadcloth injured. Be 
:i Christian employer. Remember those 
who arc under your charge are bone of 
your bone and flesh of your flesh, that 
Jesus Christ died for them and that 
they are immortal. 
Divide up your 


estates, or portions of them, for the 
relief of the world before you leave it. 
Do not get out of the world like that 
man who died in New York leaving in 
his will $40,000,000, yet 
giving how 


much for the church of God. how.much 
for the alleviation of human suffering? 
He gave some money a little while be- 
fore he died. That was well, but in all 
this will of $40,CIO(t,000 how much? One 
million? No. Five hundred thousand? 
No. One hundred dollars? No. Two 
cents? 
No. One cent? No. 
These 


great cities groaning in anguish, na- 
tions crying out for the bread of ever- 
lasting life. A man in a will giving $40.- 
000,000 and not one cent to God! It is 
a disgrace to our civilization. Or, as il- 
lustrated in a letter which I have con- 
cerning a man who departed this life 
leaving between $5,000,000 and $8,000,- 
000. Not, one dollar was left, this writer 
says, to comfort the aged 
workmen 


and workwomen, not one dollar to ele- 
vate and instruct the hundreds of pale 
children 
who stifled 
their 
childish 


growth in the heat and clamor of his 
factory. Is it. strange that the curse of 
the children of toil follows such in- 
gratitude? 
How well could one of his 


many millions have been disbursed for 
the present and the future benefit of 
those whose hands had woven literally 
the fabric, of the dead man's princely 
fortune. 
O capitalists of the United 


States, be your own executors! Be a 
George I'eabody, if need be, on a small 
scale. 
God has made you a steward. 


Discharge your responsibility.

Witness 
discredited Colonel 


•icquart's statement that the latter 
shed him (witness) not to mention 
he investigation to General Gonse. 


CONFIDENCE IN GONSE. 


"General Gonse," said Boisdeffre, 


'is a friend of thirty years' stand- 
ng. I have always had the great- 
est confidence in him and should cer- 
ainly not have entertained a request 
o leave him in ignorance of what 
'iis occurring." 
General De Boisdeffre, whose evi 


dence was attentively followed, es- 
pecially by the members of the court 
martial, then related the incidents of 
his interviews with Picquart, how lie 
sent Picquart to see General Gonse 
and General Gonse's subsequent let- 
ter to the witness, advising a contin- 
uance of the investigations regarding 
Esterhazy, but adding that the affair 
must not be mixed up with the Drey- 
fus affair. As Colonel Picquart per 
sisted in trying to hurry matters ant 
was neglecting his other duties, the 


'itiiess proposed to the minister o: 


war to send him, not in disgrace, on 
a mission to Tanking, but the min- 
ister of war, the general asserted, 
found another mission for him. 


Everything, 
the 
general 
added, 


went quietly for a year, until M. 
Scheurer-Kestner intervened. 
This 


was followed by the denunciation of 
Esterhazy by Mathieu Dreyfus and 
the inquiry into Esterhazy's proceed- 
ings. 


CONVINCED OF GUILT. 


"At that time," the witness said, 


"I was convinced of the guilt of 
Dreyfus, and this conviction is as 
strong today as ever." (Sensation). 


*I regard it as an abominable 


crime," continued the general, "to 
have endeavored to substitute for 
him n mnn of straw, however dis- 
eputable he may 
have been and 


whatever his offenses, which in any 
case would not lessen the guilt of 
Dreyfus. My conviction is the same 
as at the commencement of the affair. 
Esterhazy, it is true, at a certain 
psycological 
and 
singularly well- 


chosen moment, confessed to having 
written the borderaux, but he has 
made many other statements. He is 
til ways telling lies. What is certain 
is that he could not be believed to 
have forged all the documents enuin 
prated in the bordereau." 


The witness briefly referred to the 


trial and acquittal of Esterhazy and 
the Inst proclaimed himself a tool of 
the general staff, 
after 
which the 


general alluded to the Henry forgery 
and M. Cavaignac's 
interrogations 


of Henry. 


BOISDEFFRE'S EMOTION. 


"You know the result," said he, 


apparently much moved. "I will not 
tell you what I suffered at that mo- 
ment. 
As soon as everything was 


ended I tendered my resignation, but 
was asked to withdraw it. 
I was 


told everj'one could make a mistake, 
but I replied while everyone was lia- 
ble to err, everyone had not the mis- 
fortune, as I had, to assert to a jury 
that a document was genuine when 
in reality it was forged; that every- 
one ought to stand by one's word and 
that when a man happened to experi- 
ence such a misfortune 
there was 


nothing left for him but to go away, 
and from that moment I held aloof. 
(Sensation.) 


Replying to the court, General De 


Boisdeffre admitted that the leakage 
at military headquarters continued 
after the condemnation of Dreyfus 
It ceased for a year, but in 1895, a 
paper was discovered 
proving the 


communication to a foreign govern- 
ment of a document relating- to the 
distribution 
of the artillery 
and 


mowing that a foreign government 
was perfectly 
acquainted with the 


changes made. 


Answering 
a 
question put by a 


member of a court martini relative to 
the conflicting- testimony of General 
Mercier, the former minister of war, 
and M. Cnsimir-Perier, former presi- 
dent of the French republic, witness 
replied that he certainly did not have 
any interview with General Mercier 
early in January during the course 
of which Mercier 
remarked, in re- 


gard to the representation of a for- 
eign ambassador to the president of 
the republic: 


" -It is not going to happen this 


time, either. You can sleep in peace. 
The incident has been settled.' " 
BELIEVED IN 
A 
CONFESSION. 


Boisdeffre declared he was no less 


certain of what had been said in re- 
gard to the confession 
to 
Captain 


Lebrun-Renault; the general was al- 


perfectly certain the incident at 


the Elysee did not occur January 5, 
1895. It was, he said, tho 6th or the 
7tli. 
, 


"What is certain," added General 


Boisdeffre, "is that when it occurred 
I remained, personally, at the min- 
istry of wnr." 


M. Demange referred to General 


Koget's deposition to the effect tlmt 
Dreyfus 
was certainly 
intelligent, 


but that he would not have wished 
o see him on the headquarters staff, 
md asked the witness' opinion on the 
lubject. The general ansewered: 


41I can only express the same opin- 


on as General Roget." 


M. Demange—Wns not Esterhazy, 


with your knowledge, assisted at the 
court of inquiry by Major Du Paty de 
Clam, who gave him advice. 


De Boisdeffre—I 
am 
absolutely 


not aware of it. 


Colonel Jouaust, president of the 


court martial, put the usual ques- 
tions to the prisoner, who replied: 


"I hove nothing to say to General 


Boisdeffre," and resumed his seat. 


After a brief suspension of the sit- 


ting of the court, General Goiise, who 
was under chief of the general staff, 
was called to the witness stand. 


He explained the motives which in- 


fluenced his actions during the past 
few years and said he believed he 
was "animated by the loftiest aims, 
namely, the protection of the army 
against the criminal attacks made on 
it from all sides." 


In this connection General Gonse 


dwelt upon the danger to France of 
organized against her by foreigners,' 
and said that in spite of Esterhazy's 
statements it was impossible for him 
to have written the bordereau and stil 
more impossible for him to have se 
cured 
the 
information 
contained 


therein. He added that no traces o 
indiscretion were discovered during 
all the proceedings against Ester 
hazy. 


General Gonse maintained that tin 


prisoner was guilty. He declared 
the Henry forgery was known 
least a week before Henry's confes 
sion. He admitted that Heni-y, wh 
he said first produced the forged doc 
uments, insisted that it must not be 
shown to Picquart. 
General Gonse 


admitted that while he was struck 
with the similarity of Esterhazy's 
handwriting and that of the bor- 
dereau, he nevertheless forbade Pic- 
quart to investigate the matter. 


Considerable comment was aroused 


by the fact that, contrary to the pro- 
visions of the law requiring the tes- 
timony to be verbal without notes. 
General Gonse, adjusting his eye- 
glesses, proceeded to consult a large 
note book and frequently refreshed 
his memory. 


Colonel Picquart was then recalled 


to explain certain allusions to the 
secret service funds and when Gen- 
eral Bilot had spoken in rebuttal of 
Picquart's statements the court, at 
11 ;45 a. m. , adjourned for the day.

;:as stove -willi one burner will pivc the 
necessary heat, with much less discom- 
fort to ibe operator than a coal or a 
wood stove. Take a granite or porce- 
lain lined blue-ware saucepan. larjre. as 
to eircniii!Vtviie<: and not more than 
eight or ten inches deep. 
Lay the 


fruit in Hi!* and set it inside ;i tin pan 
of boiling water, with a couple, of muf- 
fin rings imilernealh to keep the fruit 
from too close couta.-t with tlie. heat. 
Cover closely and boll fast until soft. 


Let your Jelly bag bo a huge cornu- 


copia of double, cheese clolh properly 
scalded.

If your 
jellies are not siilllciently linn, Bet 
lhem In ihe sun for two or three suc- 
cessive days if necessary, but do not 
rchoil them. 


Tin! above rule obtains for all«ortR 


of jellies, although a word or two of 
caul ton as to Ihe different sorts may be 
added. For red currant jelly it is most 
Important that Hie currants should not 
be overripe. Try lo get dean fruit that 
will require no washing, and if you are 
salistii'd as to (he cleanliness of the 
picking Ihey need not be removed from 
their slenis, but if full of leaves nnd 
possible inseejs look over them care- 
fully. Sum.; fniils which will be men- 
tioned will require only 12 or l-l ounces 
lo the pint, but currants require the 
full pound.

BECAME OF IT.

the people of Lower Oalifcrnm and 
southern California thought they had 
a nearby Klondike,

ery ublebodied man in this section and 
not u fow women hoped to get wealthy. 
Some two years ago rich discoveires of 
gold wero reported in tho Mexican pen- 
insula of Lowrr California. 
Ensemida 


is the capital of tho pruvincc, and that 
city is about fiO miles from tho border 
line. Tim goldttelds are located in tho 
{•until Clara mountains, about 2,j miles 
inland from tho Pacific ocean and a lit- 
tle over !JOO miles below Knsonada. 


Last February a mining 111:111, Allen 


G. Fraser by name, a resident of Los 
Angeles, heard of tho alleged richness 
of the Han Roipio mines, as the Kanta 
Clara district is called, and started for 
them at once. 
On the, way ho was 


wounded in a gun accident uud put

back. Having recovered, he sailed from 
Sun Diego on tho 12th of April on the 
schooner Hong Kong, bound for the 
goltilields. He returned on Slay 2:3. and 
was noon by a reporter of tho Han Diego 
Tribune. To him Mr. Fraser described 
the new goHliolds in glowing colors, 
lie declared the San Roipie placers to 
be. in his judgment, among tho richest 
In tho world. At that time thero were 
over yUO miners uu thu ground, and ull 
were making fruin $!.*> to £i!0 a day. 
Then Mr. Frueer exhibited a few nug- 
geta. weighing about 2}£ ounces. 


This was stiRicient. 
Kverylxidy in 


this city read thy interview. Parties 
wore ut oncu organized to start for the 
goldtlelds, and many persons contrib- 
uted to form syndicates.

Tim fever spread still wider. 
Every 


available voiwt)! In Han Diego harbor 
was chartered. Old Klondike bouts w;>re 
called Into service. When u ship head- 
ed for San Diego wasreported along the 
coast, an uUtmipt was mudo to Hocnre 
it by telegraph. Ono bout, just in front 
Honolulu, wns hired as soon us it 
touched anchor in tho bay. Tho charge 
for passagu WIIB $'.20. Tho merchants of 
thy city tried to Increase their business 
by attracting the miners. The Hour 
merchant would ndvcrtiso Home self 
raining brand an being "just the thing 
for tho minera " Tho shoo dealer would 
get out a limi of strong shoes calculated 
to Htand tho heaviest of wear. 


One of 'the lirnt trials of tho minors 


was seasickness. Tho ocean would some- 
times got angry and toss tho ships 
atxmt. Tho nearest point of embarka- 
tion was AsniiRion bay, and hero the 
man found no docks. Tho ships could 
but stand off from the shore and anchor 
and then land tho prospectivo miners 
nnd their supplies in small boats. Tho 
water was cold, and baths were, quite 
frequent. 


Soon after landing tho start was 


made for tho gold workings. Then be- 
gan a wearisome, march across! ho burn- 
ing sands. 
The trail is narrow, and 


burroa must bo employed to carry lug- 
gage. 
As fiooir as the workings arc 


reached a claim must be staked out. 
and this covers about three acres. There 
island enough tor about 5.000 claims, 
and as each claim is generally worked 
liy four men there is room enough for 
about '20,000 men. There havo never 
been, however, more than 2,000 minors 
at work. 


In n month or six weeks it nppenred 


that tho workings wero a failure* and 
tho men commenced to return home. 
One of thorn, a most intelligent and re- 
Hablo man. thus rotated his mining ex- 
perience to the writer: "We reached 
the gold diggings "after a very hard 
journey and atonco staked out n claim. 
Wo had taken down what wo supposed 
was rolled oats, but when tho packages 
were opened we found a quantity of 
jerksd beef. We spent half a day trying 
to exchange our boot' for other food, but 
with little success. Wo soon discovered 
we could get very little of tho precious 
metal and mitdo preparations for re- 
turning to onr native land. None of the 
men wore making over $!! u day, and 
the average received $1. Supplies wore 
high. Wo paid 75 cents for a breakfast 
of one egg and a cnp of coffee. We lived 
on cakes made of flonr and water. One 
lucky man came down with three bot- 
tles of whisky; and as that fluid was 
scarce he could dispose of a littlo when- 
ever he wished anything, and he lived 
on the fat. or rather tho leanness, of 
tho laud. We had a good time, and I 
am glad I made tho trip. 
I havo a sus- 


picion that ono of the transportation 
companioa engineered the whole lumi- 
nous " 


Vim story of tho boom could not be 


written without mention of tho deeds 
of two individuals. 
Tho first is Kirby, 


who in tho spaco of a few days won thu 
title "Kingof tlio Burros." He is n. ris- 
ing yonng lawyer, and ho lives over on 
Coroiiado buitcb 
He U tin ex-deputy 


nssis'.rmt district attorney of San Diego. 
Lewis It. Kirby is moro than u lawyer. 
He i-i a great and original speculator, 
only, of course, on a small scale. 
The 


uniiiiio idea occurred to him that in the 
L-noruious mining 
opera tiuns which 


were about to take place a large num- 
ber of in tile:*, or burros, as they call 
them down here, would be needed. 
He 


thought tho matter over and then made 
a purchase. 


But Lew was not satisfied. Ho bought 


moro. The news of the corner spread, 
and tho birth of a new "king" was 
hailed with delight. He strutted about 
the town gleefully, and when he sailed 
with his m-L'cious burden of animal 
tliwh a retinue of admirers bid him fare- 
Well.

While, on the other hand, in all our 


large manufacturing 
establishments 


you will find men working on wages 
who once employed 100 or 
'.Oil hands. 


The distance between capital and labor 
is not a grout gulf over which is swung 
aKiogara suspension bridge. It is only 
a step, and the capitalists arc crossing 
over to become laborers, and the labor- 
ers are crossing over to become cap- 
italists. Would Clod they might shake 
hands while they cross. On the oilier 
hand, laborers are the, highest style of 
capitalists. Where are their invest- 
ments? In banks? No. In the rail- 
roads? No. Their nerve, their muscle, 
their hone, their mechanical skill, their 
physical health, are magnificent, cap- 
ital. He who has two eyes, two ears, 
two feet, two hands, ten lingers, has 
machinery that puts into nothingness 
carpetand screw and cotton factory and 
nil the other implements on the planet. 
The capitalists were, laborers, the la- 
borers were capitalists. The sooner we 
understand that the belter. 


Again, there is to come relief to the 


laboringclassesof this country through 
cooperative associations. I am not. at 
this moment speaking of trades unions, 
but of that plan by which laborers put 
their surplus together and become t heir 
own capitalists. Instead of being de- 
pendent upon the beck of this capitalist 
or that, capitalist, they manage their 
own affairs. In England 
nnd Wales 


there are 813 cooperative associations. 
They liave :t40,000 members. They Iinvu 
a capital of $18,000,000, or what corre- 
sponds to our dollars, and they do a 
business annually of $63,000,000. Thom- 
as Brassey, one of the foremost men in 
the British parliament, on the subject 
says: "Cooperation is the one and the 
only relief for the laboring populations. 
This is the path," he snys, "by which 
they are to come up from the hand to 
Uie mouth style of living to reap t he- 
rewards and the honors of our ad- 
vanced civili/.ation." Lord Derby nnd 
John Stunrt Mill, who gave half their 
lives to the study of the labor question, 
believe:! in cooperative institutions. 
The cooperative institution formed in 
Troy, N. Y., stood long enough to il- 
lustrate the fact that great good might 
come of such an institution if it wore 
rightly carried on and mightily devel- 
oped. 


"Hot," says some one, "haven't these 


Institution!! sometimes bee.n n. failure','" 
Yes. Kvery great movement hns been a 
Jtuilure at some time. 
Application of 


the steam power a tailnre.clecti-o-rcieg- 
raphy a failure, railroading a 
failure, 


but now the chief successes of the 
world. 
, "l!ut," says some one, "why talk of 
surplus being put by laborers into co- 
operative associations, when the vast 
multitude of toilers in this country lire 
struggling for their daily bread and 
Lave no surplus'.1" 
J reply: Put into 


my hand the money spent, by the la- 
boring classes of America for rum am 
tobacco.aud I will establish cooperative 
associations in all parts of the land, 
some of them mightier than any finan- 
cial institutions of the country. 
We 


spend in this country over $IOl),UOO,00'i 
every year for tobacco. We spend over 
$1,500,000.000 directly or indirectly for 
ruin. The laboring classes spend their 
share of this money. Now, suppose the 
laboring man who has been expending 
his money in those directions should 
just add up how much he has expended 
during these past years and then sup- 
pose that thai money was put into a co- 


operative- association and then suppose 
he should have all his friends in toil, 
who had made the same kind of cxpcnd- 
iture, do the same thing, and 
that 


should be udded up and put into a co- 
operative association. And then take 
all that money expended for overdress 
and overstyle and overliving on the part- 
of toiling people hi order t bat they may 
appear as well as persons who haxe 
more, income — gather that all up, and 
you could have cooperative associations 
all over this land. 


I am not saying anything now about 


trades unions. You want to know what 
J think of trades unions. 1 think Hit-y 
an; most beneficial in some directions, 
and they have a spec-ill v object and in 
this day. when there are vast monopo- 
lies— u t housand muimpnlies concen- 
trating the wealth of the people into 
the possession of a few men, unless 
the laboring men of this country and all 
countries band together they will go 
under. There is a lawful use of n trade 
union, but thc.ii there is an unlawful 
use of a trade union. If it means sym- 
pathy in time of sickness, if it means 
linding work for people when they arc 
out of work, if it means the improve- 
ment of the financial, the moral or the 
religious condition 
of 
the laboring 


classes, that is all right. Do not artists 
band together in an art union? Do not 
singers band together in Handel mid 
Haydn societies? 
Do tint newspaper 


men band together in press clubs? Do 
not ministers of religion band together 
in conferences and associations? Then- 
is not in all the land a city where clergy- 
men do not come together, many of 
them oiu-e a week, to talk over affairs. 
For these reasons you should not blame 
labor guilds. 
When they arc 
doing 


their legitimate work, they are most 
admirable, but when thcv come around 
with. drum and fife and flag and drive 
people olT from their toil, from llieir 
scaffold Ings, from tlieir factories, t ben 
they are nihilistic, then they arc com- 
munistic, then they are barbaric, then 
they are a cur.se. 
I T a mini wants to 


stop work, let him stop work, but he 
cannot stop me from work-. 


Hut now suppose t bat allthe laboring 


classes banded together for benetieient 
purposes in co-operative tiHsoei'ilion un- 
der whatever name 
they put 
their 


means together. Suppose they lake the 
money t h a i they waste in rum and to- 
bacco and use it for the elevation of 
their families, for I he education of! heir 
children, for their moral, intellect)]:! 
and religious improvement, what a dif- 
ferent state of things we would have 
in thin country anil they would have 
in Cre;tt Britain! 


On you not realize the facf that, men 


work better without stimulant ? You 
say, "Will you deny the laboring men 
this; help which they get froiu'strong 
drink, bnrne down as they arc with 
many anxieties and exhausting work?" 
1 would deny them nothintrthnt isgood 
for them. 
1 would deny them strung 


drink, if 1 had the power, because it is 
damaging to them. My father said: "I 
became a temperance man in early life 
because I found that in the harvest 
field, while 1 was naturally weaker than 
the other men, 1 could hold out longer 
than any of them. They look stimu- 
lant and 1 took none." 


IS very body knows they cannot en- 


dun- great fatigue — men who indulge 
in stimulants. All ruir young men un- 
derstand that. When they arc prepar- 
ing for the. regatta, or the ball club or 
the athletic wrestling, they 
abstain 


from strong drink. 
Now. suppose all 


this money that is wasted were gath- 
ered together and put into co-operative 
institutions— rih, we would have a very 
different stale of things from what we 
have now! 


A clergyman in Town told me that his 


church and the entire 
neighborhood 


had been ruined by Hie fad t h a t the 
people mortgaged their farms in order 
to go down to the Philadelphia centen- 
nial in iSTii. 
Firfii, one family would 


ffo, then another family, and finally! 
was not. respectable not to go to the 
centennial at Philadelphia, and they 
mortgaged their farms. 
The church 


and the neighborhood ruined in tha 
way. 
.Now, between such fools ant 


pauperism there is only n. very short 
step. In lime of peace prepare for war. 
In lime of prosperity prepare for m - 
veisity. Yet how many there are who 
drive on the verge of the precipice and 
at the least touch of accident or sick- 
ness over they go. All, my friends, it 
is not right, it. is not hone?1 ! lie that 
provide th not for his own, and espe- 
cially those of his own household, is 
worse than an infidel. A man has no 
right to live in luxury and have nil com- 
forts and all brightness •around him. 
taking his f a m i l v w i t l i him at that rate 
—everything bright and b e a u t i f u l and 
luxurious, u n t i l be stumbles against a 
tombstone and falls in and they all go 
to the pool-house. That is not common 
honesty. 
I am no advocate nf skinflint 


saving. 
1 abhor it. 
Hut 1 plead for 


Christian providence. Thf re arc sonic 
people who are disgusted if they see 
anything like economy, such as a iiinn 
might show in turning down the gas 
ii> the parlor when ho. goes out. There 
are families actually embarrassed 
if 


you ring their doorbell before they have 
the bull lighted. There are people who 
apologize if you surprise them n t the 
table. 
Xow, It-'is menu or it is mag- 


nificent to save just according to what 


you save lor. H jt is lor the miserly 
hoarding of it, then H is despicable, but 
if it means better education for your 
children, if it means more house help 
for your wife when she is not strong 
enough to do much work, if it means 
that the day of ynurdeath shall not be 
a horror beyond all endurance because 
it is to throw your family into disrup- 
tion and annihilation and 
the poor- 


house, then it is magnificent if it is to 
avoid all that. 


Again I remark, great relief 
is to 


come for the laboring classes of this 
country by appreciation on the part of 
employers that they had better take 
their employes into their confidence. 
1 can see very easily, looking from mv 
standpoint, what is the matter. Em- 
ployes, seeing the employer in seem- 
ing prosperity, do not know all the 
straits, all the hardships, n i l the losses, 
all the annoyances. Tbev look at him 
and they think: "\\h\-, he has it eiisv. 
and we have it, Intnl." 
They do not 


know that at that very moment the 
employer is at the hist point of 
des- 


peration to meet his engagements. 


1 know a gentleman very well 
who 


has over l.uuo hands in his employ. 1 
said to him some years ago when there 
was great trouble in the labor market: 
"How are von getting on with 
vour 


men?" 
"Oh," he said, "I 
have no 


trouble." "Why," I said, "have not vou 
bad any strike's?" "Ob. no." be said. 
"1 never had any trouble." "What plan 
do you pursue?" He said: "I will tell 
you. 
All my men know every year just 


how matters stand. Kverv lillle while 
I call them together and say: 'Xnw. 
boys, last year 1 made so much: this 
year 1 made less; KO vou pee. 1 cannot 
pay as much as I did'last year. Xow. 
1 want to know what you think ( o u g h t 
to have as a percentage out of this es- 
tablishment and what\v:iges 1 ought to 
give you. 
You know 1 put all mv en- 


ergy in this business, put all mv for- 
tune in it and risked everything, 'whut 
do yo« really think I ought to have and 
you ought lu have?' Uy the time we 
couto out of that consultation we arc 


unanimous. There never has been an 
exception. 
When we prosper, we all 


prosper together; when we sulVer, we. 
all suffer together, and my men would 
die for me." 
Now. lut all employers be 


frank w i t h their employes. Take them 
into your confidence. Let them kiiow 
jilst how matters stand. 
There is an 


immense amount of common sense in 
the world. It is atwavs safe to appeal 
to it. 


I remark, again, great relief 
will 


come to the laboring clasM-s of this 
country through the religion:; rectifica- 
tion of it. 
Labor Is honored and re- 


warded in proportion as a community 
is Uiristiuni/.ed. 
Why is it that our 


smallest coin in this country is a pen- 
ny, while in China il lakes n half do/en 
pieces of coin or a tloxcii to make one 
of our pennies in value, MI the Chinesi; 
carry the cash, as they call it. like u 
string of beads around the neck? We 
never want to pay less t h a n a penny 
for anything in this cminiry. 
They 


must pay that which is worth only the 
sixth part or the twelfth part of a pen- 
ny. 
Heathenism and iniquity and infi- 


delity depress everything. The (iijspi-l 
of .JeMis Christ elevates everything. 
How do I account for this? I account 
for it with the 
plainest 
philosophy. 


The religion of Jesus Christ is a demo- 
cratic religion. 
It tells the employer 


that he is a brother to all Hie opera- 
tives in Hie establishment — made by 
Hie same Cod. to lie in Hie same dust 
and to be saved by the same supreme 
mercy. It does not make the slightest 
difference how much inoii'.'.V you have, 
you cannot buy your way into the king- 
dom of Heaven. If you have the grace 
of Cod in your heart you will enter 
Heaven. So you sec it is u democratic 
religion. 
Saturate our 
populations 


with this gospel, and labor will be re- 
spectful, labor will be rewarded, labor 
will be honored, capital will be Chris- 
tian in all ils behavior, and there will 
be higher tides of thrift set in. 


Let me say a word to all capitalists: 


He your own executors. 
Make, invest- 


ments, for eternity. Dn not bi; like some 
of those capitalists I know who walk 
around among their employes with a 
supercilious air or drive up to the fac- 
tory in a manner which seems to indi- 
cate they are the, autocrat orthe uni- 
verse, with the sun and moon in their 
vest pockets, chiefly anxious when they 
go among laboring men 
not to be 


touched by the greasy or smirched hand 
and have their broadcloth injured. "Be 
:i Christian employer. Remember those 
who are under your charge arc bone of 
your bone and flesh of your flesh, that 
.IRBIIR Christ died for them and 
that 


they are immortal. 
Divide up your 


estates, or portions of them, for the 
relief of ihe world before you leave it. 
Do not get out of the world like that 
man who died in Xew York leaving in 
his will $40,000,000, yet 
giving how 


much for the church of God, how. much 
for the alleviation of human suffering? 
He gave some money a little while be- 
fore he died. That was well, but, in all 
this will of $40,00it,000 how much? One 
million? No. Vive hundred thousand? 
No. One hundred dollars? No. Two 
cents? 
No. 
One. cent? No. 
These 


great cities groaning in anguish, na- 
tions crying out for the bread of ever- 
lasting life. A man in a will giving $40,- 
MlO,000 and not one cent to Cod! It is 
a disgrace to our civilization. Or, as il- 
lustrated in a letter which I have con- 
corning a man who departed this life 
leaving between $5,000,000 and $8,000,- 
000. Not, one dollar was left, this writer 
says, to comfort the aged 
workmen 


and workwomen, >:ut. one dollar to cle- 
vnte nnd instruct the hundreds of pale 
children 
who stifled 
their childish 


growth in the heal and clamor of his 
factory. Is it strange, that the curse of 
the children of toil follows such in- 
gratitude? How well could OUR of bis 
many millions have been disbursed for 
the present and the future benefit of 
those whose, hands had woven literally 
the fabric of the dend man's princely 
fortune. 
O capitalists of the United 


States, be your own executors! Be a 
Ceorge Pea body, if need be, on a small 
scale. 
God has made you n steward. 


Discharge your responsibility. 


My word is to all la boring men in this 


country:

brightening prospects. I congratulate
